--M^ccording to a first aspect of the invention, a general purpose test equipment system is 


provided,' the system comprising: hardware having common object request broker architecture 
software and a mark-up language enabled input connected to the hardware. According to a 
specific example embodiment of the invention, the mark-up language enabled input is configured 
for acceptance of a delimited configuration file. According to a fiirther example, the mark-up 
language comprises XML, SGML, or HTML. Other mark-up languages will occur to those of 
skill in the art. In still a fiarther example embodiment, the mark-up language enabled input 
comprises a mark-up language reader configured to receive a performance specification 
document and output a delimited configuration file. 

In one specific example, the reader selectively outputs a human readable document 
corresponding to the performance specification document. In another specific example, the 
performance specification document comprises: an order of test operations to be performed on 
equipment, wherein the order of test operations is defined in mark-up language, a specification of 
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
